o Cadigan Phase:  Chairman reported that a final Application for Payment has been received from LandTek 

which includes the entire balance. After discussion, a motion was made by Brian Lerner to approve LandTek’s 

final Application for Payment less the following credits due the Owner:  $9,400 for the Irrigation Pit Drain; 

$49,250 for removal and replacement of Sport Court Surfacing; $29,185 for Additional Professional Services 

Incurred and Invoiced by Doyle Coffin.  Motion was seconded by Josh Flowers and carried 4-0. 

Chairman updated committee regarding CCA’s commitment to pay for incorrect items which fall under their 

initial contract with the Town. Tom Beecher is working with attorney representing CCA to resolve this issue.
